POST SCRIPT 


The papers published in issues No. 16 and 17 were read at the Seminar 
on Science and Music held in March 1970. One of the purposes of the 
Seminar was to bring together scholars in various desciplines for an ex- 
change of ideas; and the papers as now published are slightly different in 
some cases as from those actually read at the Seminar, due to revision in 
the light of various discussions that took place then. 


The papers, it will be seen, have been arranged in various sections 
such as General Introductory, Aesthetics and Psychology, Social Relations, 
Communication Theory, Musical Scales, Musical Instruments, Human 
Voice, Documentation and Preservation. It is hoped that the material 
contained in these learned papers will be an incentive for further work in 
this direction all over the country. . 


One other purpose of the Seminar was that the discussions would 
provide guide lines to the work to be undertaken in the proposed Labora- 
tory for Science and Music to be established at the Sangeet Natak Akademi. 
The Seminar on its concluding day made a strong recommendation to the 
Sangeet Natak Akademi, as follows: 


“This Seminar greatly appreciates the initiative taken by the Sangeet 
Natak Akademi in organising this Seminar to discuss the problems of the 
study of the Indian music in the context of different disciplines of modern 
science. The Seminar further appreciates the fact that the Sangeet Natak 
Akademi has decided to take up a scheme under the Fourth Five-Year Plan 
for systematic work in this field. 


“The Seminar recommends that a Cell may be established in the 
Akademi exclusively for this purpose and a programme of work formulated 
in the light of the discussions held during the Seminar which could be taken 
up during the year 1970-71. 


“The Seminar further suggests that the Akademi may appoint a panel 
of experts to guide the work of the Cell. 


“The Seminar also suggests that the Akademi may coordinate and 
collaborate in their work in this field with the work of the individual experts 
and institutions in the country already working in this field.” 


In pursuance of this recommendation as well as the previous plans, 
a schedule for the establishment of a Laboratory at the Akademi, as we 
as collaborative researches with various institutions and individuals interest- 
ed in this field is being prepared.
